"Israel's policy with regard to Jerusalem 


will remain unchanged. Israel will continue 
to persevere in the development of the city 
for the benefit of all its inhabitants, in respec- 
ting the religious rights of all communities, 
and in scrupulously safeguarding the holy sites 
of all faiths and the freedom of access to 
them.

Street Drag Participants 
Risk Homicide Charges

Speedsters and dragsters with either 
automobiles or motorcycles should be 
aware that one can be held responsible 
for the death of the other participant 
even though both parties were equally 
involved at the time of an accident. 
Deputy 
County 
Attorney 
Bernard 
McGinn said that under the law, even 
though both parties were guilty of an 
illegal act at the time of the accident, 
if one person dies, 
motor 
vehicle 
homicide charges may be filed against 
the surviving participant in the act. 
McGinn explained that in such cases 
charges may be filed due to the 
particular definition of motor vehicle 
homicide which is: 
“ Whoever 9hall cause the death of 
another without malice while engaged 
in the unlawful operation of a motor 
vehicle shall be guilty of the crime 
k n o w n 
as 
m o t o r 
v e h i c l e 
homicide.” 
A recent example of application of 
this law in cases of drag racing in­ 
volved 
a 
drag 
race 
between 
two 
motorcycles 
which 
collided 
with 
a 
parked pickup truck. 
The collision resulted in the death 
of one of the operators of a motorcycle 
and injuries to the other, both ot whom 
were allegedly involved in a drag race 
at the time of the mishap. 
Misdemeanor charges of motor vehi­ 
cle homicide were filed against the 
one individual in connection with the 
death of the other. After pleading nolo 


contendere to the charge, the defendant 
was found guilty, placed on probation 
for one year and ordered not to drive 
or ride on a motorcycle for one year. 
He was also fined $250 as part of 
the terms of probation. 
McGinn said that drag racing or 
engaging 
in 
speed 
contests 
with 
motorcycles is on the increase and 
young people should be aware of the 
possible severe consequences Involved. 
Although this is the first such case 
in 
Lancaster 
County i n v o l v i n g 
mortorcycles in 
which one of the 
participants in a drag race was killed, 
another Lancaster County example of 
motor vehicle homicide charges being 
filed when an individual was killed 
as a result of a drag race occurred 
in 1964. 
In this 
particular 
incident, 
after 
stopping for a stop sign, two in­ 
dividuals driving cars allegedy ac­ 
celerated away from the stop sign at 
a high rate of speed and one of the 
vehicles hit a 12-year-old pedestrian 
crossing the street. 
Both 
drivers 
were 
charged 
with 
felony offenses in connection with the 
fatality and each was sentenced to 
one 
year 
in 
the 
Nebraska 
Penal 
Complex. 
At that time, motor vehicle homicide 
was always a felony: however, the 
law has been changed and provides 
for both a misdemeanor and felony 
offense 
d e p e n d i n g 
upon 
the 
circumstances involved in the acci­ 
dent.

It was the land of Hirohito 
that first felt the power of an 
atomic bomb. 
At Hanford, the President 
said a new, fast flux

to develop peaceful uses of 
atomic energy. 
“ This technology,” he said in 
a statement, “ will develop into j 
the liquid metal fast breeder j 
reactor, a process that will ] 
yield abundant energy that is ? 
clean and inexpensive.” 
Meets Hirahito 
Nixon stopped at Hanford on j 
the way from Portland, Ore., j 
where he spent the night, to 
Anchorage, Alaska, where he 
will climax a three-day aerial 
expedition to the Northwest by 
meeting 
with 
E m p e r o r 
Hirohito. It is the first time a 
Japanese emperor has visited J 
foreign soil in more than 2,509 
years of imperial reign. 
The President said private

He urged that it act swiftly. 
At an airport reception at 
Portland. Nixon told a crowd 
behind a fence, that he was 
approaching the meeting with 
Hirohito at a time when there

peace in the world.

He said the meeting with the 
emperor would underline the 
fact that “ these

Jerusalem Ufl - The Israeli government 
issued a defiant “ nY 
Sunday to a United 
Nations Security Council resolution demanding 
that it halt changes in the status of east 
Jerusalem. 
A communique following a cabinet meeting 
on the issue said: “ Israel will continue to 
persevere in the development of the city . . 
The Israelis will not change their policy on 
Jerusalem nor consent to discussion of the 
U.N. resolution, it added. 
At the request of Jordan, the Security Council 
took up the Jerusalem issue last week and 
Saturday issued a demand that Israel desist 
in changing the status of the eastern half of 
the city. 
East Jerusalem, which includes the old city 
and some of the holiest shrines of Islam, 
Judaism and Christianity, was captured from 
Jordan in the 1967 
war. .Jordan had taken 
the eastern half and Israel the western half 
in the 1948 war. 
The text of the Israeli communique: 
“ In the government’s opinion, there was 
no justification for holding the discussion and 
adopting the resolution on Jerusalem. 
The 
government 
of 
Israel 
will 
not enter 
into 
discussion with any political factor on the basis 
of this resolution. 
“ Israel’s policy with regard to Jerusalem 
will remain unchanged. Israel will continue 
to persevere in the development of the city 
for the benefit of all its inhabitants, in respec­ 
ting the religious rights of all communities, 
and in scrupulously safeguarding the holy sites 
of all faiths and the freedom of access to 
them. 
This 
policy 
has 
contributed to 
the 
development of fruitful relations among all sec­ 
tions of the population.” 
Following the 1967 war, Israel annexed east 
I 


Jerusalem and declared the city, the ancient 
capital of the Jews, “ reunited.” 
The Israelis have pushed forward construc­ 
tion, industry and housing projects in the former 
Jordanian sector. They have declared they will 
not give up Jerusalem in any peace settlement 
with the Arabs, nor will they allow the city 
to be divided again. 
The government enjoys the support of most 
Israelis on this stand. 
Construction activity and expropriation of 
land in the former Arab sector has been 


regularly condemned by the United Nations 
and a number of governments, including the 
United States, Israel’s chief ally. 
They contend that Israel is illegally chang­ 
ing the status of the city, creating political 
factions and endangering the chances for a 
peace settlement. The Israelis argue that the 
Jordanians illegally divided the city after the 
termination of the Palestine mandate and tor 
19 years destroyed Jewish property and barred 
Jews from entering to pray at their holy 
sites.

Factors contributing to the 
increase, Willmeng said, are 
the elimination of DDT for 
spraying, the lack of spraying 
outside the city limits and the

their 
trees.

“ Not being able to use DDT 
has definitely been a factor,” 
he said. He added that the 
chemical methoxychlor has not 
been as effective as DDT as a 
replacement for spraying. 
• We had hoped it (methox 
ychlor) would be effective and 
more effective than it turned 
out to be,” the city forester 
said. This year marks the sec­ 
ond 
year 
for 
the 
use 
of 
methoxychlor. 
Willmeng said lie has met 
with university people about 
the results and for advice and 
is studying the possibility of 
changes for the program. 
He said approximately 95' b 
of those property owners who 
have trees to remove have been 
notified.

extensions 
have been granted where a

Denver — A controversy was reported to 


be brewing over dangers from leftover radioac- 
tive sands from uranium processing 
mills 


between nine states, the federal

and the Atomic Energy Commission. The con- 
troversy centers on an estimated 83 million 
tons of uranium tailings that contain radioactive 
elements known to cause cancer. 


Lindsay In Phoenix 
Phoenix - Major John V. Lindsay of New

although the mayor again said that he was 
not running for the Democratic

York — Adoption of the state's 


liberalized abortion law across the rest of the 
country was urged by Health S e r v i c e s 
Administrator Gordon M. Chase. Chase said 
that both the number of criminal abortions 
and the number of illegitimate 
births had 


decreased since the law became effective last 
year. 


'Epidemic' I* Ha/fed 
New York — An "epidemic" of flat feet 


that had seen medicaid prescriptions of up 
to 17 000 pairs of orthopedic shoes every month 
was reported halted by the city health depart- 
ment The "epidemic" was set off when welfare 
recipients were cut off from special allowances 
for clothing and shoes. 


Inmates Closely Watched 


Attica, N.Y. — Sources close to the ad- 


ministration at Attica prison said that guards 
refused on one occasion last week to allow 
prisoners out of their cells to excercise. The 
inmates were finally allowed out after other 
guards were posted nearby with rifles in order 
to shoot if the prisoners became unruly. There 
was no official comment on the incident. 


Soybean 
As Real

Could soybeans be a partial 


answer to the financial woes of 
Nebraska's farmers? 


Some people at the Universi- 


ty of Nebraska think so and are 
trying to convert some dryland 
corn 
farmers 
to 
soybean 


growers. 


"The name Cornhusker seems 


to be appropriate 
for 
the 


farmer in Nebraska because, if 
he has any kind of a chance, he 
will grow corn in preference to 
any other crop." claims Dr. 
Don Hanway, chairman of the 
Department of Agronomy at 
the University. 


Hanway told visitors at the 


University's 
field station at 


Meade that "the varieties of 
soybeans we grow in Nebraska 
were all developed somewhere 
else and have become our fifth 
most important crop. We ought 
to 
develop 
varieties 
for 


Nebraska. Our soil type is dif- 
ferent from Illinois and In- 
diana, where many 
of the 


varieties were developed." 


While yields have improved 


in recent years, the increase 
has not been nearly as great as 
the advances in the develop- 
ment of hybrid corn and milo, 
leaving soybeans at a disad- 
vantage. However, the price, 
computed 
on 
a 
per-bushel 


basis, has been consistently 
higher for soybeans. 


"Income 
from 
soybeans 


grown 
on 
dryland in 
the 


eastern part of Nebraska is 
usually higher than either corn 
or milo, largely because the 
cash required to get the crop in 
the ground is lower," professor 
A.W. 
Epp, NU agricultural 


economist, told farmers 
at- 


tending the soybean field day 
at Meade. 


Epp added that on irrigated 


land the profit margin favored 
the corn and milo because 
farmers don't know the best 
methods for irrigating the oil 
seed crop. 


While researchers are look- 


ing at every aspect of the soy- 
bean, seeking ways to make it a 
more 
profitable 
crop, 
the 


harvesting practices of farmers 
seems to offer the most im- 
mediate benefits. 


"We have 
found 
t h a t 


harvesting 
practices 
leave 


from 3 to as much as Sla 
bushels of soybeans in the field, 
which at current prices could 
add better than $20 per acre in 
i n c o m e , ' ' 
Stan 
Weeks, 


agricultural 
engineer at the 


university, said. 


Weeks has been trying a vari- 


ety of devices such as a bean 
bucket, row harvesters design- 
ed for milo, floating cutter 
bars, 
a 
hume 
type 
reel 


with pickers on it to gather in 
the crop, large guards and

"We plant soybeans with a 
corn planter, use cultivating 
equipment designed for other 
crops and combine it with a 
wheat head.

are producing so much this 
year that the agricultural ex- 
emption from the Nixon ad- 
ministration's price freeze is 
making little difference in their 
pockctbooks. 


And while an Associated 


Press survey shows farmers 
and their o r g a n i z a t i o n s 
generally 
support 
President 


Nixon's new economic moves, 
serious reservations exist on 
how the wage-price freeze may 
force food processors to react. 


Another worry is that the 


administration's 10% surcharge 
on imports may invite retalia- 
tion from such leading overseas 
buyers 
of U.S. agricultural 


products as Japan and the 
Common Market nations. The 
harvest from one of every four 
U.S. 
crop acres goes abroad 


each year. 


But farmers like the new 


policies because they believe 
they will help control the rising 
cost of farm production that 
has offset much of the increase 
in farm productivity in recent 
years. 


Agricultural 
products, 
as 


long as they walk or are sold in 
their natural shape, are not 
affected by the price freeze. 


So a steak or roast in a store 


must be sold at the price 
covered by the freeze, but the 
steer it came from, exempted 
as a raw farm product, is free 
to soar or drop to rock bottom 
in price. 


No drastic fluctuations have 


occurred in livestock. Fattened 
cattle are selling in major 
markets at prices higher than a 
year ago. Hogs, 
although 


recovering somewhat from the 
major market slump of last 
winter, still are behind last 
year's prices. 


But the administration as 


well may have set a ceiling on 
prices for farmers who produce 
poultry, dairy products and 
grain, including corn and other 
feed for livestock. Their huge 
production increase has sent 
many prices stumbling. 


Predicted corn output this 


year is a record 5.2 billion 
bushels, up more than one-

W. D. Farr of Greeley. Colo.,

Association, sees some dif- 
ficulties resulting in part from 
the freeze. 


Part of the reason his cattle 


are bringing less now than 
when the freeze began, Farr 
says, is wholesale prices of 
beef are frozen according to 
major 
cuts. When seasonal 


buying changes occur, from 
steaks and 
hamburger 
for 


summer patios to pot roasts for 
winter dinners, the wholesaler 
cannot 
adjust 
prices 
ac- 


cordingly. 


To compensate, the wholesale 


price 
for

entire beef 


carcass must be reduced. That 
hurts the cattleman but has no 
effect on over-all retail prices, 
Farr says. 


Larger

and the South, soybeans have 
been a favorite cash crop, and 
exports are vital.

Spotlight on Agriculture

So we have a big crop — 


maybe the biggest one in 
-history if the hot weather right 
at the end of the growing 
season didn't chop too much off 
the yield. 


Everybody is running around 


in panic-stricken circles, yell- 
ing out nasty political things at 
each other right smack dab in 
the middle of prosperity and 
plenty. 


Therein lies the problem — 


all that plenty and, for the 
producer, darn little prosperity. 


T h e n e w s f r o m t h e 


economists about the future is 
about as sunny as a forecast of 
heavy rains during a record 
flood. 


The strike by ship loaders in 


the Longshoremen Union is 
hurting exports. The Common 
Market policy of high import 
taxes have produced exportable 
quantities of grain in a normal 
importing area, and if that 
wasn't enough even India has 
for once produced an ade- 
quate 
supply 
of 
f o o d , 


eliminating a ready market for 
American grain. 


Yet there are those who will 


go to bed hungry in the world, 
while ironically the producer of 
the 
food 
finds 
h i m s e l f 


economically 
d e p r e s s e d 


because he has produced plenty 
in the world. 


There 
is 
something 
ter- ] 


ribly wrong in a world where 
having no fear of starvation is 
a matter of distress. 


Then there is the governor's 


efforts to have some counties in 
the state declared a disaster 
area. It is quite true 
that 


eastern Nebraska has some 
dry spots but much of the crop 
was made before the 
dry 


weather so it is unlikely the 
federal government will buy 
the proposal. Many individual 
farmers have been hurt badly i 
by dry weather and some will '< 
lose their farms but the real 
problem is price. 


What we have is a price 


disaster for farmers and for 
those who do business with 
farmers. Nobody knows this 
better than Exon. who has been 
watching dwindling sales tax 
returns from farming areas. 


Unless something happens to 


turn the price upward soon we 
will have many farmers giving 
up in the months before spring 
planting.

The crop report gathered on 


October 1 and published nearly 
two weeks later should be 
pretty close to the 
actual 


harvest figure as it will contain 
a good deal of harvest data. 
Early crop reports are sketchy 
but there is a great variation in 
them from farmers who are 
plowing under headless milo 
and earless corn to 100-plus 
bushel yields. The average is 
the key figure and we won't 
have it until mid-October. It 
probably will be lower but how 
much is the vital question. 


Exports would normally be 


stimulated by low grain prices 
however the

strike on the West Coast and 
the threat of a strike on the 
east and gulf port areas are 
killing the opportunity. 


A major factor in the argu-

containerization of 


shipments, which requires less

A real push from 
farm 


groups to demand an end to the 
tie up of the ports is long 
overdue. 


Farmers who planted blends 


of corn are having 
second 


thoughts as to how good an idea 
that was. Some ears are ripe 
and some are green in the 
same row in the same field, 
making harvest very difficult 
and some plants are diseased 
and must be harvested early. 


When corn is difficult 
to 


harvest the accident rate goes 
up due to clogged machines 
and farmers tend to be snap- 
pish at the supper table. The 
normally friendly wave to--the 
p a s s i n g m o t o r i s t can 
deteriorate to a rather rude 
gesture under the pressure of 
an exasperating day in down 
milo. Cheer up, with good 
weather you will be finished by 
Christmas. 


You have to want to be a 


farmer and you have to be fair- 
ly rich at the same time. USDA 
figures released this past week 
show that you need $200,000 to 
operate a hog farm raising 150 
litters of pigs a year. They 
claim you could make as much 
as $23,000 in a good price year 
and admit that this wasn't the 
year. Invest that much money 
at 8r; and you have 316,000 
already, so you have $7.000 for 
a seven day a week job in a 
very good year. This year you 
have less.

IN PERSPECTIVE

Everyone knows the weather is changing its seasonal trends 


— due, of course, to nuclear explosions, breaking the sound 
barrier^ disturbing the moon and so forth. But it has taken 
the President of the United States to give the theory official 
sanction. 


Thus, we are having a freeze even before summer is 


officially ended and we will have a thaw after fall is well 
upon us. The thaw will extend, even, far into the winter. 
Things may not be righted until and/or unless the thaw extends 
all the way into next spring. 


Economics and the weather, however, havo always gone 


hand in hand so this latest development should come as no 
surprise to anyone. Good rains are an economic boon to Nebraska 
and a dry spell is disastrous for us. Merchants like good 
weather to bring the shoppers out and they go for an early 
freeze to put everyone in mind of the approaching need for 
winter clothing. 


Auto suppliers do a big business on the changing of the 


seasons. Cars must be winterized, which includes at least a 
good supply of anti-freeze. The winterizing may also run all 
the way ~ to snow tires and a major tune-up. 


Once the harsh days of winter are here, we can look 


forward to such things as having the car towed in when 
it won't start and boys can make a little extra pocket money 
shoveling sidewalks and driveways. 


It will not be long now before the birds begin their annual 


flight south. 
This always makes for a state of confusion in 


the spring. Spring brings a rash of calls about the first robin's 
arrival when, in fact, there is a lot of opinion to the effect 
that all the robins never go south to begin with. 


The matter would be solved if we could look for the 


last robin in the fall rather than the first one in the spring. 
If the robin does, indeed, stay up north through the winter, 
looking for the last one could prolong the fall indefinitely.

Winter could never come, officially, until the last robin 


has been spotted for the year. No doubt a lot of robins would 
be spotted in November and only some fewer in December. 


During those months, there are still a lot of days when 


people can be out of doors, with an opportunity to witness 
the presence of whatever life there is at the moment. By 
January, nature is throwing some pretty cruel stuff our way 
but some hardy souls still venture outside for a look around. 


If a few robins remain behind, surely someone will spot 


one in January. The minute one is seen, we will all know 
that the real force of winter has not yet arrived. 


This would produce periodic anxiety, but always tempered 


with hope. 
With a storm or two behind us and another robin 


spotted, people might logically be concerned about what might 
happen when winter really hits. Still, they would always know 
that someone might spot another robin tomorrow, meaning 


• winter has not yet quite caught up with us. 


* 
In February, those people going outside would have to 


be particularly alert. If robins stay around in the winter, 
surely they must have sense enough to find some shelter. 
They are not likely to be sitting on the frozen bird bath 
chirping away in song. 


Where they might be, we don't know, perhaps snug in 


a bird house or huddled together in the branches! of some 
tree. But they would have to come out now and then for 
food and water and it is then that the alert citizen could 
spot them. 


A report on the apparent last robin in February would 


really be a big thing. That would mean that we were already 
well though winter and the season still had not arrived. And 
consider March, a prime contender for sorriest month of the 
year. 


A robin seen in March would really turn the trick, meaning 


spring was on the threshhold without winter's ever having got 
started. And sometime along there, we could start looking 
again for the first robin back from the south, giving us a 
double-barreled shot of good fortune. 


If you can have a freeze in the summer and a thaw 


in the winter, anything ought to be possible.

Most Lucrative Of Trades 


WASHINGTON — Any law 


school worth its salt has five to 
10 applicants for each first-iyear 
place. This one statistic tells a 
good bit about the growing at- 
traction of law as a profession 
in the United States. 


A popular explantion for the 


phenomenon is 
that 
young 


people are turning to a legal 
career as an outlet for their 
idealism — as a means of 
righting the social wrongs that 
they perceive. But the truth 
seems to be that high pay and 
status rather than a social 
conscience is the appeal. A 
survey of 375 Stanford 
Law 


School graduates in the past 
three 
years, 
for 
example 


showed that only 6.1 per cent 
were working for "pro bono 
lecal service programs, com- 
pared to 45.3 per cent at law 


"Financially, reports Forbes 
magazine, -lawyers have never 
had it so good." The nations 
325000 active lawyers earned 
an average of S25.0CO a ye.ir m 
1370, quadruple the figure for 
1950. Minimum fee schedules 
established in two-thirds o. the 
50 states set a floor unoer 
earnings, and the lawyer can 
always charge more.

But their image improved as 


lawyers moved to the forefront 
of the revolutionary struggle.

was able to write the lawyers

Today we live in a legal- 


minded society, whose com- 
plexities invite litigation. Real 
estate transactions, a rising 
divorce rate, tax regulations, 
business and corporate 
deal- 


ings, high crime rates, auto 
accident suits — all this is grist 
for the legal mill. 


With careers in science and 


social 
studies down, bright 


college students see law as an 
alternative. Enrollment in ac- 
credited law schools has more 
than doubled in the last decade 
and in the 1970-71 school year 
stood at an estimated 84,000. 
U.S. 
News & World Report 


noted that this year 110,000 
persons took the Law School 
Admission 
Test. 
Nationwide 


there are three applicants for 
every one of the 37,000 first- 
year places in the 146 law 
schools-across-the-country. 


Even students bent on a 


money-oriented 
career 
are 


demanding change both in their 
schooling and in the law. 
Fortune magazine reports that 
the best young law graduates 
"have seized upon the law as a 
tool to fashion social change," 
but warns that in their zeal 
"they may be loading the legal 
system with u n b e a r a b l e 
burdens."

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Agnew's Red Scare 


Murphy's Law says that if anything can 


go wrong, it will. Then there is Mitchell's 
Law, which states that given a telephone, 
Martha will use it. And the Agnew Corollary: 
The Vice President of the United States needs 
no excuse to say something foolish. 


Vice President Agnew was in form last 


week when he spoke before the National 
Security Industrial Association, citing recent 
statements by four Democratic presidential 
contenders — George McGovern, Edmund 
Muskie, Edward Kennedy and Hubert Hum- 
phrey — in which they called for either a 
sharp cut in defense spending or a reordering 
of national priorities. 


"None of them. I am sure, would draw 


any comfort," Agnew said, from the fact that 
Gus Hall, general secretary of the Communist 
Party USA, agrees fully with their oft-stated 
goal of forcing a U.S. withdrawal from. Vietnam 
and further 
'reordering' the n a t i o n ' s 


priorities." 


Most Americans, we think, would agree 


with the reaction of Senate Majority Leader 
Mike Mansfield, who said Agnew's attack was 


"a most unfair comparison and utterly uncalled 
for." Most Americans want their country out 
of Vietnam and wish that money could be 
spent for grander things than war. This must 
seem a rank heresy to the vice president. 


But even Agnew can't believe that to love 


peace and to demand a stricter accounting 
of the speding of national resources is to 
parrot the communist line and is therefore 
un-American in character. 


Such comparisons as Agnew's, however 


ambiguous, are silly and useless. History's 
record undoubtedly shows countless examples 
of ideological opposites agreeing in specific in- 
stances. 


The United States, by evolution not design, 


is closer today to the Communist Party USA 
ideal than it was 10, 20, 30 or 40 years ago. 
How, 
then, does Agnew view the President? 


Does this make President Nixon, who, unless 
we are mistaken, has had much to do with 
shaping the country in recent years, a dupe 
of the international communist conspiracy, just 
as Gen. Eisenhower was labeled by the John 
Birch Society? 


Time To Choose 


The U.S. Supreme Court wisely decided 


last week to revamp its calendar for the coming 
term by shifting several major cases further 
down the docket. To be heard in the winter 
months, rather than in October, as originally 
scheduled, are questions involving the constitu- 
tionality of the death penalty, civil rights, 
criminal procedure, the jury system, sex 
discrimination and pollution. 


The court really had no choice as the 


seats vacated by Justices Hugo Black and John 
Harlan might not be filled in time for the 
new justices to hear the cases that had been 
set for Oct. 12. The legal questions involved 
merit consideration by a full nine-member 
court 


And President Nixon and the Senate need 


ample time to consider the appointment and 
confirmation of Black's and H a r l a n ' s 
replacements. It might not be such a heavy

matter if the President's judgment could be 
trusted entirely and the country would realize 
that after the political implications fade away, 
justices have tended to be their own men and 
have followed an independent course as the 
years wear on. 


But Nixon talks about the need for a 


southerner, assuredly this time, and a woman, 
next time, if not this, when the talk should 
be about finding the best minds possible to 
fill two awfully big chairs. Nixon's search to 
fulfill his concept of "balance" and judicial 
philosophy in two earlier appointments fully 
justified the editorial and public clamor raised 
against them. 


The Senate, again, has its responsibility 


to uphold. It can ill afford to let President 
Nixon's penchant for a strict constructionist 
judicial philosophy stand above judicial com- 
petence.

Another is that 
Nixon's prospective Democra- 
tic opponents nre primarily bat- 
tling among themselves at the 
moment, rather than attacking 
the President on the war issue.

diminishing the sharpest point 
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on which opponents of the war 
could fccus. U n i l a t e r a l 
withdrawal does continue, if far 
too slowly and even though the 
end 
result 
is 
uncertain. 


Numerous other major con- 
cerns—Nixon's China venture, 
his spectacular economic self- 
reversal and the consequent 
wage-price freeze, the tragedy 
at Attica — have dominated the 
headlines for weeks. 


But now the students are 


returning to the campus after a 
long summer of dispersal, and 
— as has been true from its 
beginnings — they are still the 
heart and core of the peace 
movement. Many possibilities 
lie ahead that could arouse 
them to the old pitch— perhaps 
with the new allies. 


For one thing, the full impact 


of Presdent Thieu's 
bizarre 


manipulation of his country's 
elections process has not yet 
been felt. If the one-man elec- 
tion formally makes him South 
Vietnam's dictator, or if his 
high-handed tactics bring on a 
coup or substantial political 
unrest in Saigon, the political 
effect in this country could be 
incendiary, and not just among 
d o v e s . The familiar "self- 
determination" rationale for 
continuing the war would be 
destroyed. 


For 
another thing, Nixon 


soon must announce his plan 


for 
the 
next 
phase 
of 


withdrawal. Unless it points 
specifically to total withdrawal 
some time soon, it could bring 
an 
explosive 
reaction 
— 


particularly since draft calls 
now will be going out again and 
this year's college 
freshmen 


and later classes will receive 
no student deferments. 


Early in 1972, moreover, Rep. 


Pete McCloskey will be opening 
a primary campaign directly 
concentrated on Nixon's war 
policy, and sooner or later as 
the Democratic field narrows, 
other candidates, too, will be 
turning their attentions to Nix- 
on and Vietnam. 


Because of his 
failure to 


respond to the N.L.F. proposals 
at Paris, the President can no 
longer distort the prisoner-of- 
war issue to anesthetize the 
opposition. The military ap- 
parently fear a major commu- 
nist offensive, as American 
forces dwindle. And every time 
Nixon 
resumes 
bombing of 


North Vietnam, he plays with 
political fire. 


Any or all of these things — 


and others 
— 
could give 


vigorous new energy to a peace 
movement that is alive and 
well in Winston-Salem, and 
probably no more than dor- 
mant elsewhere.

Brezhnev was considered in- 
comprehensible. 


Although the spirit if not the 


letter of the Franco-German 
friendship treaty calls for close 
consultation between the two 
governments on all matters 
affecting their interests, Brandt 
did not consult the French 
about his decision to accept the 
Soviet 
invitation to discuss 


European peace problems. He 
informed the French and the 
ether Allies cf his decision after 
he had accepted the invitation. 


When Paris reacted angrily, 


a Bonn spokesman snapped, 
somewhat arrogantly, that the 
German government "did not 
have to consult 'anyone about 
invitations 
from 
f o r e i g n 


governments." It is this sort of 
attitude that makes the French 
fear the Germans when they 
become powerful. 


Brandt's virtual tete-a-tete 


with Brezhnev in the Crimea 
led 
France's 
two 
leading 


newspapers. "Le Monde" and 
"Figaro.'' to voice grave ap- 
prehension over the way West 
Germany seems to be turning 
towards Riussia. 


"Le Monde" said the "anx- 


ieties 
and 
recriminations" 


caused by Bonn's actions were 
significant of the "survival of 
reawakening'' of "a certain 
distrust" between France and 
the German Federal Republic. 


This liberal and influential 


afternoon newspaper 
with a 


countrywide circulation warned 
that Russia has evidently not 
'•despaired" cf playing Bonn 
and 
Paris 
off against one 


another and that Brandt also 
appears ready to play both 
sides, a policy which "two 
times already has led the world 
to catastrophe." 


"Le Monde" also recalled 


that both General Charles de 
Gaulle and Konrad Adenauer,

R'jpubac based their foreign 
policies 
on

Gerrruin cooperation, and that 
Adenauer right up to the end of 
his life kept cautioning agiamst 
the danger of a Franco-Soviet 
or a German-Soviet pact. 


"The old fox's distrust (of the 


Russians) is not shared by his 
compatriots," Le Monde added. 
It further recalled that Robert 
Schumann, one of the leading 
early postwar advocates of 
European unity who helped 
organize the coal and steel 
community, frequentl) warned 
that it was necessary to contain 
not onl> Russia, but Germany 
as welt. 


It will now require some 


delicate 
lence-mending 
by 


Brandt to restore harmony in 
Franco-German relations and 
relieve French fears that he 
might be tempted to sell out 
Western unity in a deal with

On ce the harsh day s of win ter are here, we can look 
forward to su ch thin gs as hav in g the car towed in when 
it won 't start an d boy s can m ake a little ex tra pocket mon ey 
shov elin g sidewalks an d driv eway s. 
It will no t be lo ng no w befo re the birds beg in their a nnua l 
flig ht so uth. 
This a lwa y s ma kes fo r a sta te o f co nfusio n in 
the spring . Spring bring s a ra sh o f ca lls a bo ut the first ro bin’s 
a rriv a l when, in fa ct, there is a lo t o f o pinio n to the effect 
tha t a ll the ro bins nev er g o so uth to beg in with. 
The m atter wou ld be solv ed if we cou ld look for the 
last robin in the fall rather than the first on e in the sprin g. 
If the robin does, in deed, stay u p n orth throu gh the win ter, 
lookin g for the last on e cou ld prolon g the fall in defin itely . 


W in ter cou ld n ev er come, officially , u n til the last robin 
h as been spotted for the y ear. No dou bt a lot of robin s wou ld 
be spotted in Nov ember an d on ly some fewer in December. 
Du rin g those mon ths, there are still a lot of day s when 
people can be ou t of doors, with an opportu n ity to witn ess 
the presen ce of whatev er life there is at the momen t. By 
Jan u ary , n atu re is throwin g some pretty cru el stu ff ou r way 
bu t some hardy sou ls still v en tu re ou tside for a look arou n d. 
If a few ro bins rema in behind, surely so meo ne will spo t 
o ne in Ja nua ry . The minute o ne is seen, we will a ll kno w 
tha t the rea l fo rce o f winter ha s no t y et a rriv ed. 
This wou ld produ ce periodic an x iety , bu t alway s tem pered 
with hope. 
With a storm or two behin d u s an d an other robin 
spotted, people might logically be con cern ed abou t what m ight 
happen when win ter really hits. Still, they wou ld alway s kn ow 
that someon e m ight spot an other robin tomorrow, m ean in g 
win ter has n ot y et qu ite cau ght u p with u s. 


★ 
In Febru ary , those people goin g ou tside wou ld hav e to 
he particu larly alert. If robin s stay arou n d in the win ter, 
su rely they m u st hav e sen se en ou gh to fin d

A ro bin seen in Ma rch wo uld rea lly turn the trick, mea ning 
spring wa s o n the threshho ld witho ut winter’s ev er ha v ing g o t 
sta rted. And so metime a lo ng there, we co uld sta rt lo o king 
a g a in fo r the first ro bin ba ck fro m the so uth, g iv ing us a 
do uble-ba rreled sho t o f g o o d fo rtune. 
If y ou can hav e a freeze in the su m m er an d a thaw 
in the w in ter, an y thin g ou ght to be possible.

Utah State Scout Finds No Weaknesses

The job of a football scout is, quite naturally, to find 


holes in an opponent's defense and offense and advise the 
coach to unload his heavy artillery at those points. 


But what happens when the holes don't appear? "You 


play it by ear," grins Utah State scout Steve Bernstein. 


Following Nebraska's 34-7 shellacking of Texas A & 


M Saturday, Bernstein said he really had his job cut out 
for him. 


"Your defense is certainly No. 1," the young scout said. 


"That 55 (tackle Bill Janssen) didn't fold one bit when the 
Aggies started to run at him. And Willie Harper certainly 
lived up to his reputation. He's all-America material." 


Defensively, Bernstein said that Nebraska was on par 


with anyone in the country and had the offense to back 
the defense up. 


"Nebraska hasn't any weak spots that we could see," 


he said. "Those little miscues (fumbles) that happened can 
happen to any ball team and shouldn't be counted.'" 


But the main problem for Utah State, according to Berns- 


tein, is size. 


"You field a much larger team both offensively and 


defensively than we do," he said seriously while speaking 
on Utah State problems. "On defense we have one man 
in the line at 225 and another at 205, but after that we 
have only one other 'heavy man' and he weighs only 190. 
We're much smaller than Nebraska."..

With size against them, it might be expected that Utah 


State would be able to rely on quickness but Bernstein says 
that this isn't the case. 


"They're (Nebraska players) probably a little quicker 


than we are," he commented. "That (Johnny) Rodgers is 
a real breakaway threat. Look at the opening kickoff for 
the second half and you can see what I mean." 


Rodgers took the opening kickoff on his own two yard 


line and ran it back 98 yards for a touchdown 


"What amazed me, though," Bernstein said, "was the 


condition of the Nebraska players. Each one looks in top 
condition. And with (Jerry) Tagge being in complete control 
of the game all the time, I don't really see what we can 
do at this time." 


Bernstein said Utah State would try to keep with a 


balanced attack but quickly added that "when you fall behind, 
you have to take to the air more." 


Which means that the top threats to the Huskers may 


come from quarterback Tom Adams and wide, receiver Bobby 
Wicks. 


"But we have a teammate of Gary Dixon's in the form
